Dr. Smith reported that his tests had 
been negative; that the most thorough 
examination had failed to yield even a 
trace of metallic poison. When, how-

He-has 
taken as the single iltustration-of Eng- 
‘ish as used in America the diction 
and enunciation of one who, it er a 
be gratifying to think, represented the 
many—net only the millions who have 
directly inherited’..the English. speech 
from the stream nearer its sources, but 
also the_many moré millions® ‘who have.
